fine on tickets for faulty equip- 
ment or registration, if you bring 
proof of correction to the clerk’s 
office at 2120 Grove Street with- 
in 10 days DON’T only get the 
ticket signed by a police officer, 
DO also bring it in to the clerk. 

If you can’t get a defect cor- 
rected in time, DO arrange to get 
more time from the court, Other- 
wise it may cost you a lot of 
money. 

When you sell your car, DO 
make sure that the registration 
is changed. DON’T leave it up 
to the buyer; go with him to the 
D.M.V. Otherwise you may have 
a lot of trouble with tickets the 
new owner gets but that are 
charged to you. 


DO especially avoid leaving 
your car parked more than 72 
hours in one spot, because it may
